Ilr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  second  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  and  social  conditions  of  your  District  for  the  year  ended  3l3t 
December,  1967. 

This  year  the  birth  rate  for  Cudworth  Urban  District  showed  a 
slight  fall  but  the  adjusted  birth  rate  remained  significantly  higher  than 
the  comparable  England  and  Wales  figure.  The  infant  mortality  and  peri- 
natal mortality  rates  v^ere  adversely  influenced  by  the  occurrence  of  the 
death  of  two  extremely  premature  infants  in  the  first  week  of  life.  The 
adjusted  death  rate  was  again  higher  than  that  for  England  and  Wales  with 
heart  and  circulatory  disease,  cancer  and  respiratory  disease  the  main 
causes  of  death. 

The  incidence  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  fell  to  a very  low 
level  indeed,  due  mainly  to  the  fact  that  few  notifications  of  measles 
were  received  during  the  year.  It  is  indeed  pleasing  to  have  to  report 
no  notified  cases  of  food  poisoning  dxiring  the  year  for  your  district. 

I would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  Members  of  the 
Council  for  their  valuable  support  and  interest  shown  in  all  matters 
relating  to  the  health  of  your  district.  During  the  year  I have  received 
excellent  co-operation  and  help  from  your  Clerk,  Mr.  Vf.  A.  Duggleby,  and 
your  Public  Health  Inspector,  Ilr.  S,  Wheater,  I would  finally  ask  to 
express  my  appreciation  to  the  Senior  Clerk,  Ih*.  L.  S.  V/rigg,  and  Staff 
of  the  Divisional  Health  Office  for  their  excellent  work  in  preparing  this 
report  and  for  their  loyal  support  at  all  times.

The  Registrar  General's  estimated  population  at  mid  1967  was  9 >170, 
an  increase  of  50  over  the  previous  year. 

The  natural  increase  of  population  showing  the  increase  of  births 
over  deaths  was  90,  a decrease  of  11  compared  with  1966.

The  number  of  live  births  registered  showed  a decrease  of  4 over  the 
previous  year.  The  Registrar  General  again  supplied  a comparability  factor 
which  relates  the  proportion  of  women  of  child-bearing  age  in  the  district 
with  the  proportion  in  a standard  population.  The  crude  birth  rate 
multiplied  by  the  comparability  factor  gives  an  adjusted  rate  which  is 
comparable  vxith  adjusted  birth  rates  in  other  districts  and  with  the  birth 
rate  for  the  country  as  a whole.  The  adjusted  birth  rate  for  your  district 
last  year  was  19.3  per  1,000  estimated  population  as  compared  with  19.8  per 
1,000  estimated  population  in  1966  and  with  17.2  per  1,000  estimated 
population  for  England  and  Wales. 
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Stillbirths 


2 stillbirths  were  notified  during  the  year,  the  same  as  in  1966. 
The  stillbirth  rate  was  10.4  total  live  and  stillbirths,  compared  with 

10.2  per  1,000  total  births  in  1966  and  with  a rate  of  14.8  for  England 
and  Wales. 

Deaths 

The  adjusted  death  rate,  which  is  the  crude  death  rate  multiplied 
by  the  comparability  factor,  was  15.2  per  1,000  estimated  population  as 
compared  with  14.3  per  1,000  estimated  population  for  1966,  and  with 

11.2  per  1,000  estimated  population  for  England  and  Wales,  There  were 
100  deaths  among  the  inhabitants  of  your  district  during  the  year  as 
against  93  in  the  previous  year.  The  principal  causes  of  death  in  order 
of  numerical  importance  were,  heart  and  circulatory  diseases,  cancer  and 
respiratory  diseases.  Statistics  relating  to  death  rates  and  the  causes 
and  ages  at  death  are  given  in  tabular  form  at  the  end  of  the  section  on 
vital  statistics. 

Infant  Mortality 

There  were  5 infant  deaths  in  your  district  last  year  giving  an 
infant  mortality  rate  of  26.3  per  1,000  live  births,  as  compared  with 

10.3  per  1,000  live  births  in  the  previous  year.  Pour  of  the  deaths 
were  in  the  early  neo-natal  period  and  of  these  two  infants  were 
extremely  premature  at  birth  with  consequently  a high  mortality  risk  in 
early  life. 

There  were  no  illegitimate  infant  deaths. 

Peri-natal  Mortality 

The  peri-natal  mortality  rate  is  dependent  upon  the  number  of 
stillbirths  plus  the  number  of  infant  deaths  occurring  in  the  first 
week  of  life.  This  figure  rose  to  31.2  in  1967,  compared  with  15.3  in 
1966  and  with  26.1  for  the  administrative  County. 

Maternal  Mortality 

I am  pleased  to  report  no  deaths  from  maternal  causes  during  the 

year.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  THE  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA 


Staff 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  a part-time  officer  of  the 
Council  but  is  engaged  on  whole-time  public  health  work,  being  also 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  surrounding  districts  and  the 
Divisional  Medical  Officer  for  Division  No,  25  of  the  West  Riding 
Cotin ty  Council.  One  Public  Health  Inspector  is  employed  by  the 
Council.

All  infectious  diseases  requiring  hospital  admission  were  admitted 
to  the  Kendray  Hospital,  Barnsley,  The  ambulance  arrangements  were  the 
same  as  for  the  previous  year  with  the  hospital  retaining  its  own 
ambulance  for  the  service. 


Maternity  Home  Accommodation 

Maternity  cases  were  usually  admitted  to  the  following  hospitals:

Most  patients  suffering  from  the  disease  are  admitted  to  the  Wath 
Wood  Sanatorium,  and  co-operation  is  maintained  with  the  Chest  Physician 
who  holds  out-patients*  sessions  at  the  Chest  Clinic,  46  Church  Street, 
Barnsley.

The  nearest  centre  for  Cudworth  patients  for  the  diagnosis  and 
treatment  of  these  diseases  is  in  Barnsley.

Other  centres  are  situated  at  Sheffield,  Vfakefield  and  Rotherham 
and  a patient  suffering  from  Venereal  Disease  is  at  liberty  to  attend 
at  the  centre  of  his  choice.  Treatment  is  completely  confidential. 


Infant  Welfare  Clinics 

Infant  Welfare  Clinics  were  held  at  the  New  Clinic  in  Sidcop  Road, 
all  day  on  Wednesdays, 

Ante-Natal  Clinics  were  held  in  the  same  premises  on  Friday 
mornings. 


Laboratory  Service 

The  laboratory  service  was  provided  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
in  Wakefield,  a national  service  under  the  control  of  the  Medical 
Research  Council.  The  laboratory  is  equipped  to  deal  with  all 
bacteriological  and  pathological  examinations,  and  a complete 
investigation  is  undertaken  and  a report  furnished  for  every  specimen 
sent  for  examination. 

Samples  of  milk  taken  under  the  Pood  and  Drugs  Act  for  chemical 
analysis  were  examined  by  the  Public  Analyst  at  the  expense  of  the 
County  Council. 

Ambulance  Service 

The  ambulance  service  is  operated  by  the  West  Riding  County  Council, 
the  depot  for  your  area  is  at  South  Kirkby,  Telephone  Number;

PRISVALKNCE  AND  CONTROL  OF  INFEGTIOUS  DISEASES 


The  incidence  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases  in  your  district 
last  year  amounted  to  28  cases,  compared  with  130  in  the  previous  year. 
The  main  reason  for  the  fall  in  the  number  of  notified  cases  of 
infectious  disease  was  a substantial  decrease  in  the  prevalence  of 
measles  as  compared  with  the  previous  year.

Scarlet  Fever 

7 notifications  were  received  during  the  year,  compared  with  4 
in  the  previous  year. 

Measles 

20  cases  occurred  in  the  year,  mostly  in  the  first  quarter,  compared 
with  122  cases  in  1966. 

Smallpox 

No  cases  of  Smallpox  occurred  during  the  year,  49  children  were 
vaccinated  against  the  disease  compared  with  38  in  1966. 

Diphtheria.  Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus 

No  case  of  Diphtheria,  TsJhooping  Cough  or  Tetanus  occurred  during 
the  year.  The  immunisation  statistics  for  Diphtheria  rose  slightly  to 
a figure  of  81.5%  of  all  children  immunised  against  this  disease, 
comprising  62,5%  of  children  in  the  pre-school  group  and  92,4%  in  the 
school-age  group.  These  figures  are  highly  satisfactory  and  at  this 
level  it  is  certain  that  an  outbreak  of  Diphtheria  or  Whooping  Cough  in  the 
district  is  extremely  unlikely. 
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Poliomyelitis 


No  case  of  Poliomyelitis  occurred  during  the  year,  A further  153 
children  received  a primary  course  of  vaccination  with  three  doses, 
bringing  the  grand  total  in  Cudworth  to  4,375  persons  vaccinated  since 
the  commencement  of  the  scheme.  During  the  year  85  further  children  of 
primary  school  age  received  a reinforcing  booster  dose. 

Tuberculosis 

There  were  3 cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  notified  during  the 

year. 

One  death  from  the  disease  was  reported  during  the  year.

Year  Ended,  31st  December,  1967. 

Mr*  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I wish  to  present  to  you,  for  your  consideration,  my  first  Annual  Report. 
The  report  covers  the  work  carried  out  during  the  periods  January  to  June  1967, 
when  my  predecessor,  Mr.  liHiitley,  was  here,  and  July  to  December,  1967,  when  I 
was  in  post. 

As  always  in  Local  Government  many  circulars  are  received  from  the  various 
Ministry  Departments  and,  where  necessary,  these  are  acted  upon. 

Housing 
New  Housing 

There  were  no  new  houses  built  by  the  Council  during  1967,  but  the  wheels 
began  to  move  towards  the  erection  of  a new  and  larger  Aged  Persons’  VJarden 
Scheme  along  the  lines  of  Westhaven.  The  proposal  being  to  purchase  land  at  the 
rear  of  the  Council  Offices. 

Private  Housing 

16  houses  were  built  for  private  occupation. 

This  type  of  development  tends  to  be  falling  off  due,  on  the  one  hand,  to 
shortage  of  suitable  sites,  and,  on  the  other,  to  the  very  high  rate  of  interest 
being  charged  on  mortgage  loans. 

Slum  Clearance 

The  tenants  of  6 houses  in  Ibbott  Street  were  re-housed  into  Council  houses 
at  the  latter  end  of  1967,  the  property  was  demolished  and  the  site  cleared. 

A new  schedule  of  houses  which  it  is  considered  should  be  cleared  within 
the  next  10  years  was  drawn  up  and  published.  This  involved  99  houses. 

With  regard  to  future  slum  clearance  it  cannot  be  over-emphasised  that 
prospective  purchasers  of  older  type  houses  should  make  enquiries  at  this  Office 
before  committing  themselves  to  the  purchase  of  a house,  as  once  contracts  are 
signed  it  is  too  late  to  learn  that  the  house  is  scheduled  for  demolition. 

Private  Housing  Repairs 

A considerable  amount  of  repair  work  has  been  carried  out  by  Owners  or 
Agents  of  private  property  during  the  year.  Due  in  many  cases  to  action  taken 
by  this  Department  in  that  notices  served  in  accordance  with  Public  Health  Acts 
were  complied  with.  This  involves  initial  and  re-inspections  of  the  affected 
houses  together  with  the  preparation  of  the  required  notice. 

Rent  Act  1957 

No  applications  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  were  received  during  the  year. 
It  would  appear  to  me  that  after  10  years  the  one  item  of  legislation  from 
which  a tenant  could  obtain  on  his  oxra  behalf,  more  property  maintenace  than  all

the  other  legislation  put  together,  is  completely  dead.  So  much  good  was 
done  by  this  Act  at  its  outset  that  a vast  difference  in  the  number  of 
requests  for  action  under  Public  Health  Acts  was  felt,  these  being  much 
fewer.  Houses  which  had  not  seen  paint  for  years  were  painted  and  so  on. 

This  Act  is  still  operative  and  it  is  a pity  more  advantage  is  not 
taken  of  it  by  tenants  in  controlled  tenancies.

Imnrovement  of  Houses 

Improvement  of  sub-standard  houses  by  Owner/Occupiers  and  in  some  cases  by 
Owners  for  the  benefit  of  their  tenants,  has  continued  throughout  the  year.  In 
the  main,  improvements  are  carried  out  with  the  aid  of  a Council  grant,  these, 
as  members  are  no  doubt  aware,  fall  into  two  categories,  (a)  Discretionary,  for 
which  it  is  necessary  to  conform  to  a twelve  point  standard  with  a £400  maximum, 
and  is  given  because  the  Council  so  desire,  and  (b)  Standard,  which  it  is 
obligatory  upon  a Council  to  give  up  to  a maximum  of  £155. 
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In  all  cases,  when  applications  are  received,  the  applicant  is  advised 
of  the  various  conditions  obtaining  following  receipt  of  a grant,  and  also 
persuaded,  where  possible,  that  it  is  to  their  advantage  to  take  a 
Discretionary  Grant  which  will  ultimately  give  then  a unit  of  housing  with 
a higher  standard  of  amenities  and  possibly  a longer  life. 

All  works  of  improvement  which  are  carried  out  are  subjected  to  periodic 
inspection  by  me  as  they  proceed,  and  must  be  in  accordance  with  the  relevant 
legislation  before  being  approved.

Food  other  than  Meat 


From  tine  to  time  requests  are  made  by  shopkeepers,  for  ne  to  examine  food 
which  is  of  doubtful  quality,  and,  in  cases  like  this,  it  is  often  necessary  for 
large  quantities  of  food  to  be  condemned. 

On  one  occasion  a shopkeeper  with  a large  deep  freeze  unit,  arrived  after  a 
weekend  away  to  find  that  the  freezer  unit  had  broken  down.  Since  it  is  not 
advisable  to  re-freeze  deep  frozen  food  after  it  has  been  allowed  to  thaw  out, 
the  entire  stock  was  removed  by  the  Cleansing  team  and  destroyed. 

, On  another  occasion  the  entire  contents  of  a mobile  shop  which,  vmfortunately, 
had  caught  fire  was  examined  and  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  consumption  and 
destroyed.  The  value  here  was  in  the  region  of  £250. 

On  both  occasions  Condemnation  Certificates  were  given  to  the  respective 
Owners.

Foreign  Bodies  in  Food. 

Two  cases  of  food  which  contained  foreign  bodies  were  notified  during 
the  year.  After  a great  deal  of  discussion  by  the  Council  it  was  decided 
not  to  prosecute  the  persons  responsible  but  to  issue  a very  stern 
warning. 

Water  Suoplv 

The  whole  of  the  water  supply  for  Cudworth  is  obtained  from  the 
Barnsley  Corporation  Waterworks  Department  with  whose  officials  the  liason 
and  co-operation  is  very  good. 


The  water  received  is,  on  the  whole,  relatively  soft  and  quite 
palatable. 

Whilst  on  the  subject  of  water  supplies  I would  like  to  say  that  it  is 
very  unfortunate  that  fluoride  is  still  not  being  added  to  the  public  supply, 
this  in  spite  of  the  very  large  amoiint  of  publicity  and  advice  which  has 
been  and  indeed  is  still  being  given  by  the  Medical  and  Dental  fraternities 
to  help  fight  dental  caries. 

It  seems  a pity  that  a few  stubborn  and  shortsighted  people  can  take  a 
decision  of  this  natiire  and  refuse  to  do  something  which  the  majority  of 
experts  on  the  subject  advocate. 

Public  Baths 


The  Baths  under  the  supervision  of  the  Park  Superintendent,  I4r,  Ansell, 
are  a credit  to  the  Council,  the  standard  of  cleanliness  is  exceptionally 
good. 

All  samples  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  bacteriological 
examination  proved  negative. 
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Petroleum  Installations 


Nine  premises  were  licenced  to  sell  petroleum  spirit  during  the  year. 

It  is  necessary  for  annual  inspections  to  be  carried  out  to  these 
premises,  and  I am  pleased  to  say  that,  due  to  the  close  co-operation  of 
the  Vfest  Riding  County  Co\incil  Fire  Department,  an  Officer  trained  in 
fire  prevention  undertakes  to  inspect  these  premises  on  your  behalf,  and 
advises  me  accordingly  when  matters  require  attention. 

Rodent  and  Insect  Control 

This  type  of  work  has  been  stepped  up  during  the  year.  Tests  have 
been  carried  out  in  the  main  sewers,  all  agricultural  and  horticultural 
holdings  have  been  inspected  for  rats,  and  test  baits  laid,  I am  now 
quite  confident  that  the  district  is  almost  completely  free  of  rats, 

V/ith  regard  to  insect  control  this  is  carried  out  on  wasp  nests, 
spider  mite  infestations,  and  on  two  occasions,  bug  infestations. 

One  very  large  problem  concerning  spider  mite  was  dealt  with,  this  was 
at  ¥esthaven  and  had  been  a constant  source  of  concern.  After  a concentrated 
effort  x^ith  two  different  insecticides  they  were  finally  brought  under  control.

Mortuary 

This  continues  to  be  used  quite  often,  and  vjith  the  purchase  of  the 
stacking  trolley  all  bodies  are  now  placed  into  the  cold  store  by  either 
the  Police  or  Undertakers  on  admittance. 

It  was  found  necessary  to  make  new  arrangements  for  the  cleansing  of 
both  bodies  and  mortuary  towards  the  end  of  the  year,  as  the  existing 

service  was  not  very  satisfactory,  I am  pleased  to  say  that  it  is  now 
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working  quite  well. 
Scrap  Metal  Dealers 


Two  Scrap  Metal  Dealers  were  registered  at  the  end  of  the  year.  One 
of  which  is  quite  a large  business. 

The  larger  of  the  two  has  over  the  years,  due  to  nature  of  work 
carried  out,  and  to  its  close  proximity  to  property,  been  a very  real 
source  of  nuisance. 

A rather  lucrative  business  has  been  built  up  by  the  dealers  in  the 
form  of  double  decker  buses  which  are  sold  as  scrap.  The  sides  of  the 
buses  which  are  constructed  of  aluminium,  are  stripped  off,  the  engine  and 
tyres  removed,  then  to  recover  the  other  valuable  non-ferrous  metal  the 
bus  set  alight,  this  usually  in  the  very  early  hours  of  the  morning  i.e. 
one  or  two  a.m, , and  on  quite  a few  occasions  I was  called  from  home  to 
investigate. 

Fortunately,  however,  due  to  constant  pressure  on  the  dealers  by  the 
Police  and  this  Department,  and  to  action  taken  by  the  Council  to  obtain 
an  Injunction  to  prohibit  the  nuisance  created  by  the  burning  of  buses, 
an  Undertaking  was  signed  by  them  to  the  effect  that  they  would  cease  the 
practise. 

PUBLIC  CLEAUSING 

Refuse  Collection 

This  service  is  carried  out  with  a team  of  one  driver  and  six  loaders 
using  the  new  S,  & D,  55  cubic  yard  Pakamatic,  with  mechanical  loading. 

, In  all  approximately  3»250  bins  are  emptied  per  week  together  with 
salvage  from  150  shops  etc.  Bin  collection  taking  just  over  four  days  and 
salvage  one  day.  This,  in  fact,  works  out  at  approximately  130  bins  per 
man  per  day,  which  is  well  over  the  accepted  "stint”.  This  is  one  of  the 
times, when  a report  of  this  kind  is  being  prepared,  that  the  men  can  be 
complimented  on  this  achievement  and  have  it  recorded. 

Refuse  Disposal 

Disposal  of  refuse  takes  place  at  the  Weetshaw  Lane  tip. 

The  method  in  use  is  one  of  full  controlled  tipping,  i.e.  the  refuse 
is  tipped  in  strips  of  approximately  15  ft.  in  width  and  not  more  than 
4 '-6'  in  depth.  As  each  load  is  tipped  and  levelled  it  is  covered  with  ash 
from  another  part  of  the  tip  which  has  been  rendered  innocuous  by  decomposi- 
tion and  age, 

A Bray  Loader  540  is  employed  for  this  purpose. 

Public  Conveniences 

These  continued  to  be  cleansed  daily  throughout  the  year,  and  a good 
standard  of  cleanliness  was  maintained.  It  was,  hov/ever,  due  to  vandalism, 
decided  to  remove  the  electricity  suppy  from  the  toilet  in  Snydale  Road, 
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Snoke  Control 


Plans  for  the  cro^ition  of  a Smoke  Control  Area  were  nnder  discussion 
during  the  latter  part  of  the  year. 

It  was  decided  that  one  area  comprising  of  552  Council  Houses  and  14 
Private  Houses  and  covering  an  area  of  113.694  acres. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  area  will  be  operative  towards  the  end  of  1969.

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

97.9^  of  the  houses  within  the  Council's  district  are  connected  to 
the  public  sevrerage  system.  The  remaining  2^  of  houses  have  their  foul 
water  output  discharging  to  either  a small  septic  tank  and  filter 
arrangement  with  vmderground  discharge  of  the  final  effluent  (l3  houses), 
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or  to  undergroiind  cesspools  or  on  to  the  surface  of  isolated  plots  of 
land  some  considerable  distance  away  from  dwelling  houses.  The  Council 
provide  a cesspool  emptying  service  and  private  drainage  and  disposal 
of  waste  liquid  matters  appears,  on  the  whole,  to  be  satisfactory.  At 
the  end  of  1967  there  were  approzimately  46  cesspools  falling  to  be 
dealt  with  by  the  cleansing  service. 

The  areas  of  the  district  which  still  require  a public  sewerage 
system  are  Weetshaw  Lane,  Roys  ton  Lane,  Storrs  Mil  and  Carrs  Lane,  all 
of  them  being  near  the  Council's  extreme  boundaries. 

Attention  to  storm  water  overflows  is  given  by  the  Surveyor's 
Department  as  the  need  arises. 

Sanitary  Accommodation 

It  is  pleasing  to  be  able  to  report  that,  at  last,  the  one  remaining 
privy  midden  has  now  been  dispensed  with  and  replaced  by  an  internal  w.c. 

This  was  achieved  with  the  aid  of  a grant,  and  I am  sure  that  the  elderly 
couple  who  had  to  use  this  monstrosity  will  be  a^ lot  happier  with  the  new 
arrangements. 

This  means,  of  course,  that  100^  of  the  houses  in  Cudworth  are  seirved 
by  water  closets. 

Conclusion 

In  concluding  this  Report  I should  like  to  thank  Mss  Hancock  who  is 
responsible  for  maintaining  all  the  Office  records  and  other  data,  and  without 
whose  help  a report  of  this  nature  would  be  a very  arduous  task,  for  the 
invaluable  assistance  she  has  given  me  during  the  year.  Also,  I should  like 
to  thank  all  internal  and  external  members  of  the  staff  for  their  co-operation.

Vital  Statistics 

A table  of  comparable  vital  statistics  is  sho?m  for  each  of  the  County 
districts  in  the  Divisionc  This  raa.y  bo  of  interest  to  each  authority  in  assessing 
hov/  each  stand  in  relation  to  each  other  and  in  relation  to  the  County  and  National 
statistics. 

Population 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  population  in  the  Division  at  mid 
1967  v/as  79y750)  compared  with  79,33^  in  the  previous  year.  The  natunal  increase 
in  population  showing  the  number  of  births  over  dea.ths  was  628  in  1967>  compared 
with  557  in  the  previous  year. 

Births 

The  nmber  of  live  births  registcredin  the  Division  in  I967  was  l5475> 
compared  vdth  1,406  in  I966.  This  is  equivalent  to  a.  crude  birth  rate  of  18,5 
per  1,000,  compared  with  17*7  pen  1,000  in  the  previous  year.  The  number  of 
illegitimate  births  v/as  73  in  1967»  This  represents  4»9^  of  the  total  births, 
compared  with  5 •5/'^  in  I966,  and  in  1965* 

Stillbirths 

There  were  24  stillbirths  during  the  year,  compared  with  29  during  I966, 

This  gives  a stillbirth  rate  of  16,0  compared  with  30,2  in  I966  and  with  14,8  for 
England  and  V/ales, 

Deaths 

The  deaths  assigned  to  the  Division  after  the  addition  and  subtraction  of 
inward  and  outward  transfers  was  847 > which  was  2 less  than  in  the  previous  year. 
This  gives  a crude  death  rate  for  the  Division  of  10,6  as  compared  vri.th  10,7  in 

1966, 

I/Iaternal  Kortality 

I am  happy  to  report  tha.t  there  was  no  death  from  this  cause  during  the 
year.  The  maternal  mortality  rate  for  the  Division  was  Nil,  compared  with  0,22 
for  the  administrative  County  and  vri.th  0,20  for  England  and  Wales,

Infant  Doaths  and  Fori-natal  Mortality  Rates 


There  were  28  infant  deaths  in  the  division  in  the  year,  of  which  22  occxirred 
in  the  ne'o-natal  period.  This  compares  with  37  and  25  respectively  in  the  previous 
year,  Ti.ose  figures  represent  an  infant  mortality  rate  for  the  division  of  19.0 
compared  with  26.5  for  the  previous  year  and  with  18,5  for  England  and  Wales. 

I would  like  to  again  draiv  attention  to  the  fact  that  of  the  18  infant  deaths 
occurring  witnin  the  first  -.vcek  of  life  seven  of  them  were  so  premature  as  to  he 
below  the  age  of  viability.  This  means  that  had  they  not  breathed  they  would  not 
even  have  been  regarded  as  stillbirths,  but  rather  as  miscarria.ges  and  as  such 
would  never  have  entered  the  official  statistics  at  all.  Premafurity  was 
associated  iTith  no  less  than  eleven  deaths  in  the  early  neo-na.tal  period, 
demonstrating  the  importance  of  this  factor  as  a.  contributory  cause  of  death  in 
early  infancy,  Cf  the  23  babies  who  died  under  one  yearof  age  20  were  born  in 
hospital  and  8 at  home. 

The  peri-natal  mortality  rate  for  the  division  was  28*  0 compared  v/ith  26.1 
for  the  administrative  County,  The  Registrar  General  has  provided  a peri-natal 
rate  for  England  and  Wales,  which  this  yea,r  represents  25 *4 • The  occurrence  of 
infant  deaths  associated  with  prematurity  is  responsible  for  a.  peri-natal  death 
rate  which  is  slightly  in  excess  of  the  comparative  figure  for  the  administrative 
County  and  for  Er.gland  and  Wales,

In  the  ca,se  of  the  Dodworth  Urban  District  the 
apparent  fall  in  the  0-4  years  ago  group  is  due  to  the  removal  of  immunisation 
cards  relating  to  children  resident  in  the  High  Green  Division  follov/ing  the 
introduction  of  the  computer  scheme  for  immimisation  in  that  area.

During  the  year  1,332  children  were  vaccinated  with  three  doses,  slightly  less 
than  were  vaccinated  d^Jiring  I966,  I am  pleased  to  report  that  no  cases  of  this 
disease  were  notified  during  the  year.

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SCHOOL  HEALTH  SERYICE 


The  nimher  of  children  examined  at  routine  medical  inspection  fell  hy  about  one 
tnird  during  the  year  to  a total  of  2^108*  This  was  mainly  due  to  the  introduction 
of  a system  of  selective  medical  inspection  in  the  case  of  children  of  junior  school 
age*  This  scheme  j.s  intended  to  i enlace  the  old  system  of  routine  inspection  whereby 
every  child  was  submitted  for  medical  inspection  by  the  school  doctor.  Essentially, 
the  children  are  selected  for  examination  by  questionnaire  and  teacher  referral.  At 
present  the  scheme  is  v;orking  quite  well  and  helps  to  save  doctors’  time  and  allows 
a more  detailed  study  of  the  children  who  are  selected  for  examination.  Shortage  of 
medical  staff  continued  throughout  the  year  and  added  to  the  difficulties  of 
providing  a complete  school  health  service  capable  of  dealing  with  educational  and 
health  problems  presented  to  it.  Despite  repeated  efforts  to  try  and  recruit 
experienced  doctors  into  the  service  no  appointment  of  Senior  Departmental  Medical 
Officer  could  be  made  and  the  outlook  for  the  future  seems  gloomy.

Ante-Natal  Clinics 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  v;om.en  attending  Y/est  Riding  j\nte-Natal 
Clinics  and  yet  the  number  of  attendances  shov/ed  a decline.  The  trend  towards 
general  practitioners  running  their  ovm.  ante-natal  clinics,  either  in  their  ovm 
premises  or  at  Y/est  Riding  Clinics  continued  and  this  accounts  for  the  decline  in 
the  official  lYest  Riding  Clinics,  because  such  attendances  a,re  not  reflected  in  our 
statistics. 

Attendances  at  relaxation  and  mothercraft  classes  continued  to  increase  during 
the  year.  This  educational  aspect  of  the  work  of  the  domiciliary  midvmfe  is  becoming 
increasingly  important. 

Infant  Welfare  Clinics 

Attendances  at  Infant  Welfare  Clinics  in  the  Division  showed  a welcome  increase. 
During  1967?  42,658  attendances  were  ma,de  showing  an  increase  of  approximately  8,9^ 
over  the  previous  year.  The  attendances  clearly  indicate  that  good  use  is  being  made

Screening  Teclmiques 

During  the  year  1,4.92  babies  were  tested  for  the  presence  of  Phenylketonuria, 
all  of  whom  proved  negative.  This  is  an  important  screening  tecimique  aimed  at 
preventing  mental  sub-normality  developing  in  a,  baby  vdio  ha.s  a positive  reaction, 
Ortolani  tests  v/ere  carried  out  on  all  babies  born  in  the  Division  to  discover 
cases  of  congenital  dislocation  of  the  hip.  If  such  oases  are  discovered  early  the 
treatment  is  of  m*uch  shorter  duration  and  the  results  enormously  improved.  As  a 
result  of  this  screening  teclmique  no  less  than  l6  cases  were  referred  to  the 
Orthopaedic  Surgeon  and  confirmed  as  dislocation;  thereby  qualifying  for  early 
treatment  of  the  condition. 


Cervical  Cytolorv 

The  Cervical  Cytology  clinic  continued  to  operate  throughout  the  year  at 
6 Victoria  Road,  Sessions  vrere  held  weekly  on  Tuesday  morning  by  appointment.  The 
main  object  of  the  clinic  is  to  diagnose  cancer  of  the  uterine  cervix  in  the  early 
stages  when  treatment  is  relatively  easy  and  the  chances  of  a permanent  cure  are 
excellent.  During  the  year  63I  women  attended  for  the  first  tim*e.  No  early 
cancers  of  the  uterine  cervix  were  detected.  Nineteen  patients  wove  recalled  for 
further  examination  and  were  found  to  have  gynaecological  disorders  requiring 
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treatment  and  advice,  I feel  that  quite  apart  from  the  value  of  detecting  eaxly 
cancer  of  the  female  genital  tract  and  other  gs'naecological  disorders  a good  deal 
of  excellent  health  educa.tion  takes  place  at  this  clinic,  Women  attending 
frequently  ask  advice  ahcut  problems  in  connection  vd-th  family  planning  and  other 
topics. 

It  is  important  to  note  that  the  breasts  are  clinically  examined  at  the  same 
time.  Three  patients  with  breast  a^bnormalities  v;ere  referred  to  their  o'.vn  family 
doctors  for  advice. 

Home  Nursing  Service 

There  was  a very  slight  decrease  in  the  number  of  visits  carried  out  by  the 
Home  Nursing  Service  diring  the  year.  46,180  visits  were  made,  com.pared  vdth 
46,217  in  the  previous  3^ear.  The  table  sliov/s  the  breakdown  of  \’rark  into  areas  and 
clinical  varieties. 

Geriatric  Services 

Excellent  liaison  v;as  maintained  with  the  Consultant  Geriatrician  in  the  form 
of  weekly  meetings  at  the  Mount  Vernon  Hosioital  attended  by  the  Divisional  Medical 
Officer,  Divisiona-l  ITirrsing  Officer  and  a rnomber  of  the  Sta.ff  of  the  West  Riding 
Welfare  Department,  together  with  the  Consultant  Geriatrician,  Dr.  P,  K,  Rama.swami, 
and  the  hospital  social  v/orker.  Discussions  took  place  both  with  regard  to  the 
admission  and  discharge  of  geriatric  patients  with  mut-ual  benefit. 

Health  Education  Activities 

Health  education  within  the  division  has  steadily  gone  forward  dirring  the  year. 
The  age  range  of  clinic  visitors  has  vmdened,  and  the  male  population  is  represented 
in  greater  numbers,  due  to  the  many  surgeries  held  by  general  practitioners  in  the 
clinics.  This  presents  us  mth  a voider  area  of  health  education,  e,g,  safety  at 
work,  preparation  for  retirement.  School  Health  Education  continues  to  make  progress 
and  the  raised  standard  of  films  available  is  very  satisfactory'.  Outside  clubs  and 
other  agencies,  in  increasing  numbers^  hove  a.sked  for  talks  to  be  given  on  health 
education.  Their  requests  have  been  met  wherever  possible,  and  the  health  visiting 
staff  welcome  these  opportunities  to  meet  different  audiences.

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The  increasing  demand  for  nursing  equipment  is  prohahly  related  to  the  early 
discharge  of  treated  geriatric  patients  following  mohilisatioii  and  rehabilitation 
within  the  hospital.  There  was  a trend  dixring  the  year  to  receive  requests  for 
more  sophistica,ted  types  of  equipment  than  in  the  past  year. 

Say  and  hight  I'Tursirig  Service 

This  service  was  taken  over  hy  the  County  Council  from  the  Marie  Curie  Trust. 
There  was  one  case  referred  during  the  year  in  the  Sarfield  area. 

Chiropody 

The  number  of  patients  treated  last  year  showed  an  increase  of  approximately 
'jfo.  The  tendency  has  been  for  an  increase  to  occur  in  domiciliary  treatment  out  of 
proportion  with  the  increase  of  clinic  or  spirgery  treatment.  I feel  that  it  is 
important  that  we  should  encoura„ge  more  patients  to  make  the  effort  to  visit  the 
Chiropodist  at  his  clinic  or  surgery  rather  than  rely  on  domiciliary  treatment,  not 
only  is  domiciliary  treatment  much  more  expensive  to  provide  but  it  is  felt  that 
the  old  people  would  generally  benefit  by  the  social  contacts  made  whilst 
attending  the  Clinic, 

Home  Help  Service 

The  Home  Help  Service  was  again  provided  mainly  for  the  elderly.  The  number  of 
households  assisted  during  the  year  increased  to  about  1,000,  while  the  nimiber  of 
hours  expended  rose  by  just  over  'jfo.  This  trend  is  inevitable  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  the  proportion  of  elderly  infirm  in  the  general  population  increases  slightly 
year  by  year.  Increasing  family  mobility  can  result  in  the  elderly  having  no 
relatives  ?/ho  live  nearby  to  help  them  and  indeed,  in  some  cases,  relatives  who  do 
live  in  close  proximity  are  unvdlling  to  help  their  elderly  parents.  These  latter 
cases  are  always  the  more  distressing  and  produce  an  increasing  demand  on  the 
service.  Working  in  heavy  industries  and  in  particular  mining,  seems  to  produce 
early  invalidation  and  infirmity  in  the  retired  male  age  group,  this  in  turn  can 
produce  a demand  for  the  service.  Recently  there  has  been  a vrelcome  tendency  to 
rehabilitation  and  early  discharge  in  the  case  of  geriatric  patients.  Cases  of 
this  nature  on  discharge  often  require  substantial  assistance  in  the  form  of 
domestic  help.  These  factors  should  emphasise  the  importance  of  this  service  in  this 
area  and  it  is  inevitable  that  the  increasing  demand  for  the  service  ypLII  continue.

The  members  of  the  Association  a^ro  to  be  congratulated  for  the  help  they  gave  in 
making  the  social  events  such  a success. 

Various  gifts  which  were  given  to  the  Association  by  voluntary  bodies  dtiring 
the  year  were  ver^'-  much  appreciated.
